Still Missing 
In Plant Blast 


16 Bodies Recovered, 
9 0 Injured In Sioux 
City, la., Explosion 


SIOUX CITY, la., Dec. 15 — 
(AP)—Workmen searched today 
for possib le additional b odies in 
the wreckage of the Swift and 
Co., packing plant office b uilding, 
rocked b y an explosion which 
killed 16 persons yesterday. Nine 
of some 9 0 others injured were 
reported in critical condition. 
The sixteen b odies had b een re­ 
cov ered late last night b ut some 
200 workmen stayed on the job 
throughout the night hunting for 
four other persons b eliev ed killed 
in the b last. 
Assistant Fire Chief Clarence 
Chappelle said he 
expected to 
find four more b odies in the de­ 
b ris. Some 200 workmen pulled 
slab s of concrete and twisted 
steel out of the b asement of the 
fiv e-story b rick structure. 
Fire Chief Charles Kuhl, who 
estimated the damage “at more 
than $1,000,000,” b lamed escap­ 
ing natural gas for the explo­ 
sion. 
Sheriff Edwin L. Lunde last 
night said the “main thing is to , 
try to get out any who might b e 
aliv e and to extricate b odies.” 
A spokesman for 12 company 
officials who came here from Chi­ 
cago b y chartered plane said they 
were conducting an inv estigation 
to determine the cause of the ex­ 
plosion. 
The dead included 15 men and 
a company nurse. 
Of the 85 on the injured lists 
reports b y four hospitals, 60 re­ 
mained hospitalized. Twenty-fiv e 
were treated and dismissed. 
The b last, one of Sioux City’s 
worst disasters, rocked the

meat packing area shortly b efore 
noon yesterday.

He said the whole matter was 
under consideration b y a treas­ 
ury committee of experts and b y 
staff experts for the house ways 
and means committee. He said 
they were working harmoniously. 
Walking into the press room on 
the Nav y’s b achelor officers quar­ 
ters here, the President suddenly 
went into a press conference on 
which he gav e no adv ance w arn­ 
ing.. 
A recent statement b y Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Sawyer sug­ 
gesting elimination of war-time 
excise taxes to aid b usiness was 
called to his attention. Asked if 
he agreed with Sawyer’s pro­ 
posals, he said the question was 
under consideration b y the ex­ 
perts. 
The matter will b e cov ered in 
the b udget message, he said. 
Budget Director Frank Pace 
said last week he saw no way to 
b alance the 19 51 fiscal year b ud­ 
get without new taxes. 
Did the President plan to ask 
new taxes? 
That .will hav e, io b e cov ered 
in the b udget message that goes 
to congress in January, he re­ 
plied. 
Would the b udget b e b alanced? 
It has aways b een his aim to 
hav e a b alanced b udget, Mr. Tru­ 
man said. 
The President said flatly he 
had not set any ceiling ab ov e 
which the 19 51 fiscal year (starr­ 
ing next July 1) b udget could go. 
No, he declared, you can’t make 
up a b udget that way.

1. Denied rev ising a Nav y list 
of recommended promotions from 
captain to admiral to eliminate 
Captain Arleigh A. Burke for his 
opposition to some phase of the 
unification program.

2. Said he hasn’t chosen suc­ 
cessors to Dav id E. Lilienthal as 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission or Dr. Edwin G. 
Nourse as chairman of the Eco­ 
nomic Adv isory Council. Nor was 
he ready to announce a successor 
to Clark M. Clifford, who is leav ­ 
ing as his special counsel.

Dwight D. Eisenhower, who p robably ex p ected 
It, is beginning to learn what it’s like to be under 
a p olitical bombardment 
Whether the general actually is in p olitics, 
or is only behav ing like a man who intends to 
get into p olitics, he has been designated as a 
target for the big guns oi unionism. 
The strategy is obv ious, Gen. Eisenhower is 
a p otential candidate for the p residency in 1952. 
He was a p otential candidate in 1948 , until he 
remov ed himself from further consideration. 
In 1948 , the same big guns of unionism now 
blasting away at him were loaded with honey ed 
p raise. They wanted him to run in p lace of 
Harry Truman, because they thought Eisenhower 
could win and Truman couldn’t. 
They still think Eisenhower could win, if he 
ran in 1952. But they know now that if he did 
run he’d be running in op p osition to Mr. Tru­ 
man’s handout gov ernment; he has minced no 
words about his op p osition to that v ersion of 
gov ernment Therefore, their job is to dis­ 
credit 
him 
in 
adv ance. 
That’s 
p olitics. 
The 
big 
guns 
of unionism 
want *io 
p art 
of any White House occup ant they can’t con­ 
trol. 
That’s why they hav e sp ent great sums 
of money from union treasuries and lev ies on 
union members to discredit Senator Taft. 
The most that Gen. Eisenhower can hop e for, 
whether or not he intends to get into p olitics, 
is that his detractors will turn out to be a credit 
to him and his p oint of v iew. They hav en’t hurt 
Senator Taft. In fact, they ’v e help ed to make him 
the sy mbol of op p osition to the kind of gov ern­ 
ment his critics would like to hav e—a p up p et 
gov ernment dedicated to the endless ap p ease­ 
ment of a p ressure bloc. If they blast hard enough, 
they can make Gen. Eisenhower feel just as de­ 
termined to blast back as Senator Taft was—y ears 
before his closest friends knew' whether the 
general believ ed in the handout state or the old- 
fashioned American modeL 


The Instinct of Freedom 


The Ohio Sup reme court has ruled unanimous­ 
ly that Ohio v oters cannot be dep riv ed of the 
p otential benefit of their decision to change the 
ballot form in future general elections. This clears 
the way for the nex t step , which is a sp ecial ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly to make necessary 
changes in the statutory laws concerning the-con­ 
duct of elections. 
The new office-ty p e ballot whose use now is 
assured, barring the p ossibility of further obstruc­ 
tionism by those who don’t want it, is the p roduct 
of the instinct of freedom among ordinary citizens. 
It was fought tooth and nail by the most formid­ 
able p olitical bloc in Ohio—the big-city machine 
bosses allied with labor leaders. They feared the 
loss of the v otes they customarily roll up in indus­ 
trial centers through the p ractice of straight- 
ticket v oting. 
A majority of Ohioans on election day regis­ 
tered their op inion that the interests of the state 
in future elections would be better serv ed by 
whittling down the influence of big-city p olitical 
machines. They hav e made a start in that direc­ 
tion. 
They hav e caused Ohio to adop t a ballot 
form which will make it more difficult for p oliti­ 
cal bosses to hav e their way . 


Arithmetic Problem 
The ultimate key to all p ensions, both p ri­ 
v ate and p ublic, is ability to lolv e the arithmetic 
p roblem they create. Contrary to what p oliticians 
like to think about p ensions and all other kinds 
of security , v astly more than humanitarianism 
is inv olv ed. 
It won’t be the p eop le wrhose hearts bleed 
p erennially for the underp riv ileged who will 
meet p ension obligations. Nor will it be the p eo­ 
p le shrewd enough to know that the p ension issue 
is good p olitics at this p articular time in Ameri­ 
can history . It will be accountants who will take 
ev er resp onsibility when the tumult and shouting 
hav e died down and nothing it heard but the 
orderly whirr and clack of adding machines. 
Accountants do not deal with p olitical issues. 
They are not concerned with human rights, needs, 
hop es, asp irations, fears and misgiv ings. They 
are concerned only with the orderly handling of 
figures, rep resenting facts and realities. 
And 
they are concerned, as all p ersons who deal with 
realities must be, lest certain realities be ov er­ 
looked by wishful thinkers. 
Such things are now beginning to be talked 
about by resp onsible sp okesmen for major sources 
of wealth, men like Benjamin F. Fairless, p resi­ 
dent of U. S. Steel Corp . ‘There is ap p arently 
no limit to the generous things which might be 
done by gov ernment,” he told a group of manu­ 
facturers recently . But he then went on to say , 
regarding p ensions, that the limit on generosity 
is ability to p ay . 
And since gov ernment p ro­ 
duces no wealth itself but only makes and en­ 
forces the rules under which wealth is p roduced 
by others, it therefore behoov es p oliticians to 
make more certain than ev er before that they 
don’t kill the goose that lay s the golden eggs; 
i. e., the eggs that will underwrite the security 
which a welfare state is p romising to p rov ide. 


Everybody's Problem 
It looks as if the threat of a coal shortage 
caused by a United Mine Workers strike had been 
susp ended indefinitely . 
Somewhere between John L. Lewis’s edict of 
a three-day week for the union miners and the 
coal op erators way s and means of meeting the 
demand for coal is a p oint of adequate p roduc» 
tion. 
Aside from any question of industrial relations 
in the coal industry is the fact that it op erates 
under the handicap of imminent ov erp roduction 
which would force many miners and op erators out 
of business if the most efficient mines were run 
at max imum cap acity . 
This is ev ery body ’s p roblem. The coal indus­ 
try ’s p roblems cannot be quarantined. They can­ 
not be disregarded. Like the p roblems of farm­ 
ers. they must be recognized as a common re­ 
sp onsibility . 
Ideally , there would be a sy stematic effort to 
solv e them. Instead of being left to the tender 
mercies of a John L. Lewis* who sees them only 
from the v iewp oint of a labor leader and a life­ 
long antagonist of management, the p roblems 
would be made the subject matter of a coop era­ 
tiv e study . 
Owners, managers, 
workers and unionists 
would be brought together under the ausp ices 
of the gov ernment to reach agreement on funda­ 
mental p rincip les for dealing with the coal p rob­ 
lem. They would try to arriv e at an agreement 
on what the p roblem is. 
Their ultimate goal 
would be to end once and for all the chaos that 
has made it p ossible for one man to p lay dictator 
by taking adv antage of the chaos within a basic 
American industry . 


Half the Distance to the Goal 


While more thoughtful minds search out the 
larger consequences of the merger in p rofessional 
football, p erhap s a p assing comment is in order 
for what has hap p ened to p rofessional football 
p lay ers. 
They hav e been p enalized half tjae distance 
to the goal—the goal, in this case, being enough 
money to liv e on in comfort when they grew too 
old to bounce back from a weekly beating. 
The ex istence of two comp eting p rofessional 
football leagues was the greatest thing that ev er 
hap p ened to football p lay ers at the p ost-graduate 
lev el. It lifted formerly modest salaries up to 
imp ressiv e heights. It p ut a p remium on any 
p lay er who could make a coach look like a genius. 
And it p rov ed to be one of the main reasons why 
the comp eting leagues finally negotiated a set 
tlement of their riv alry ; it was costing them too 
much. 
• 
It will be cheap er to op erate p rofessional foot­ 
ball with only one league, not only because there 
will be fewer p lay ers but because the p lay ers 
all will be subject to the same regulations, which 
means their serv ices will be less costly . Con­ 
solidation of the leagues, whatev er else it means, 
is no Christmas p resent to some 25 tons of as­ 
sorted football p lay ers. 


Coming Along, Governor?" 


Dead End Street 


The ap p arent reason for defeat of New Zea­ 
land’s labor p arty gov ernment last Nov . 30 was 
too many y ears of p ower. 
For 14 y ears. New Zealand’s labor p arty so­ 
cialists had p ut into effect the step s of a p rogram 
to collectiv ize ev ery thing in the country . Fin­ 
ally , there was nothing left undone. The p araly ­ 
sis of indiv idual enterp rise was comp lete. 
At that p oint, the socializers ran out of steam. 
Tbgy had accomp lished a “reform” which made 
no one hap p y , ex cep t their own theorists .There 
was nothing left to do. 
They had steered the New Zealanders into a 
dead end street and the only p olitical issue left 
undecided was whether or not there would be 
room enough at the end of the street to turn 
around and head out again. The labor cabinet 
resigned Wednesday . 
Nex t Tuesday , New Zealand will get a new 
gov ernment, elected on an anti-socialist p latform. 
It’s p roblematic whether any country led into the 
p olitical cul-de-sac of socialism can escap e. But 
it’s a dead cinch that any country which takes up 
socialism as a national p olicy is entering into a 
blind alley , with disillusionment at the other end.

this was the situation in the sen­ 
ate: There was no limit on de­ 
bate—or a filibuster—unless two- 
thirds of the senators on the floor 
v oted to stop it.

The senate, with Rep ublicans 
joining the southern Democrats, 
made this rule for the future: 
Now a filibuster can’t be stop ­ 
p ed unless two-thirds, of the to­ 
tal 96 senators v ote to stop it, 
whether or not all 96 are p resent 
on the floor. That’s tougher to 
get than just two-thirds of those 
merely p resent at any v oting 
time. 
That’s what the Trumanites 
face in 1950 if they try to bring 
up up the FEPC bill and a filibus­ 
ter starts. 
Some senators are so set against 
any limit on senate debate that 
they might v ote against stop p ing 
a filibuster ev en though they 
might be willing to v ote 


debating whether to go in for 
more and more social security 
measures. As a general p rop osi­ 
tion, although p olitically p op u­ 
lar, do y ou figure that social se­ 
curity can be made economically 
soun din a democracy Where p eo­ 
p le can v ote themselv es 
bigger 
and bigger benefits?” 
Sir Stafford’s rep ly was this.: 
“That dep ends up on the re­ 
sp onsibility of the democracy . Of 
course, if a democracy takes so 
irresp onsible a v iew of its ob­ 
ligations that it only regards the 
Treasury as a deep till into 
which it can p erp etually dip its 
hands, I should p ersonally sug­ 
gest giv ing up democracy . 
“But that is not how we look 
at it in this country . We feel that 
it is quite p ossible, by giv ing 
p eop le the information and the 
knowledge of economic facts, to 
instill into them a realization that 
they themselv es are in fact p ay ­ 
ing for their own social benefits 
by tax ation and by other means, 
and that therefore they must 
ex ercise restraint 
in the 
way 
which they utilize those bene­ 
fits and also in the amount of 
them they demand. 
“There is a tendency , of course, 
as I told p arliament last y ear 
and the y ear before, for p arlia­ 
ment, which has alway s been re­ 
garded as the guardian of finance, 
rather to become the p erp etal 
demander of fresh ex p enditure 
But that I think it only a tem­ 
p orary p hase. I believ e that any 
democracy assembly of that kind 
must and will realize its resp on­ 
sibilities on these matters.”

There is a v eiled warning in 
this to America. It is, in effect, 
suggested that the United States 
without any “p lanning” is nev er­ 
theless try ing to direct the ‘p lan­ 
ning” by other countries, where­ 
as the British worry is whether 
America’s economy 
may really 
run into major difficulties be­ 
cause it isn’t “p lanned.”

He was called 
before a su b-committee which is 
stu dy ing way s to attract inv est­ 
ment capital to small bu sinesses. 
Senator O’Mahoney 
(D-Wy o) 
said a steel price increase wou ld 
be “ou t of line” and wou ld call 
for a congressional inqu iry . 
The increase which they re­ 
ferred to was forecast by Benja­ 
min Fairless, president 
of the 
U. S. Steel Corp., in Chicago y es­ 
terday . - 
Fairless blamed the 
recent 
freight rate boost and the pen­ 
sion plan won by Philip Mu r­ 
ray ’s CIO Cteelworkers for the 
increased cost which necessitated 
the price rise. 
The CIO’s Kassalow argu ed: 
“Here is a situ ation where lead­ 
ing steel corporations made al­ 
most u nbeliev able profits in their 
last fu ll qu arter before the strike, 
and are now operating at ev en 
higher lev els of capacity . 
“Yet. on the pretex t that ma­ 
terial costs are u p, they are get­ 
ting ready to bilk the pu blic 
again. 
“We earnestly requ est the joint 
committee to look into this scan­ 
dalou s situ ation. After all, it is 
less than three months since a 
federal fact-finding board con­ 
clu ded that in the light of the 
tremendou s steel profits, price re­ 
du ctions—not increases—were in 
order.”

Hodgkin' s Disease and X-Ray

TTODGKIN’S disease is more 
-LI common in y ou ng people 
than in older ones and more fre­ 
qu ent in men than in women. It 
has been report­ 
ed from ev ery 
pa r t of t he 
world. 
There 
is 
no 
danger of catch­ 
ing it from a 
patient. The first 
sign is u su ally 
bu t not alway s 
enlargement o f 
th e 
l y m ph 
D r. J o rda n glands 
in 
the 
neck. 
The swollen glands are 
not painfu l. 
After a while, perhaps months 
or y ears later, glands in other 
parts of the body may become en­ 
larged. The v ictim generally feels 
well for a long time, bu t gradu ­ 
ally anemia tends to dev elop. 


A small amou nt of fev er may be 
present and the patient slowly 
becomes thin. 
The patient with Hodgkin’s dis­ 
ease u su ally goes throu gh periods 
or remarkable improv ement. The 
enlarged ly mph gland may disap­ 
pear almost completely and the 
general condition may improv e 
for a long time. 
The ly mph glands and the 
spleen which are affected in 
Hodgkin’s disease are part of a 
chain or grou p of tissu es, called 
the 
reticu loendothelial sy stem. 
The fact that this sy stem is at­ 
tacked has raised the qu estion of 
some » infection being at fau lt. So 
far, howev er, no germ or v iru s 
has ev er been prov ed as the 
cau se. 
The fav orite form of treatment 
has been X-ray s. This often cau ses 
improv ement lasting for months 
at a time. Treatment with dru gs 


has not been particu larly su ccess­ 
fu l. 
Recently there hate been sev ­ 
eral fav orable reports on the 
treatment of patients with Hodg­ 
kin’s disease with preparations 
c a l l e d 
“mitrogen mu stards.” 
These su bstances se£ m to be 
qu ite helpfu l for some patients 
who hav e become resistant to 
X-ray s. 
Two or three y ears ago a 
Hodgkin’s Research Fou ndation 
to su pport inv estigations on this 
disease was established.

Advice On Buying 
Yule Trees Given 


When y ou g o to boy a Christ 
mas tree an d y ou ask for a short 
n eedled pin e y ou will n ot be g et­ 
tin g a pin e at all bu t more than 
likely a spru ce or fir. If the twig s 
are bu shy with sharp poin ted 
n eedles, on e-half to three-fou rths 
of an in ch lon g , it is a spru ce, an d 
if the n eedles are blu n t an d more 
or less two ran ked on the twig , 
it is a fir. 
You may ru n across a Dou g ­ 
las Fir an d that is n ot a fir at 
all. Botan ists pu t it in a class by 
itself an d g av e it the scien tific 
n ame of 
Pseu dotsu g a, 
which 
mean s false-hemlock. 
The common * n ame of Dou g las 
Fir was g iv en after Dav id Dou g ­ 
las, a Scottish trav eler, who in ­ 
trodu ced the tree in to En g lan d in 
1827. 
Why didn ’t they call it false- 
hemlock? Probably becau se it 
looks too mu ch like a fir. The 
lu mber is often marketed as Ore­ 
g on Pin e.

Production High 


Milk, Egg Output Up 
Over U. S. Average 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—(AP) 
—Ohio’s dairy and poultry farms 
arc maintaining their record of 
surpassing av erage production in 
the nation, 
the Department of 
Agriculture reports. 
December milk production so 
far is at a rate of 16 .2 pounds a 
cow, compared with the national 
av erage of 14.4, and is more than 
a pound of milk a day better 
than the av erage in the state a 
y ear ago. December, 19 48 , produc­ 
tion was 15.5 pounds a day . 
The 
department 
said 
Ohio 
Dairy herds produced 401,000,- 
000 pounds of milk in Nov ember, 
compared with 38 0,000,000 in No­ 
v ember, 19 48 . The cows in Ohio, 
it added, are receiv ing a richer 
diet than ev er before. 
On poultry farms, the av erage 
production of 1,170 eggs per 100 
hens in Nov ember outstripped the 
national av erage of 1,016 . Flocks 
were bigger, too, another fac­ 
tor in the state’s higher egg pro­ 
duction. 
The state’s Nov ember egg pro­ 
duction was estimated at 19 2,000,- 
000 compared with 18 1,000,000 in 
Nov ember last y ear. Flocks num­ 
bered 16 ,438 ,000 birds, an in­ 
crease of more than 300,000 from 
last y ear’s Nov ember total. 
Staff members said Ohio poul­ 
try and dairy production gener­ 
ally is well ahead of national av ­ 
erages, largely because of better 
care and feeding of stock.

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Meat Prices 
Slump Slightly 


Egg Continue 
Downward Trend 


By The Associated Press 
Meat prices edged a shade low­ 
er in most markets this 
week 
and food men said the Christmas 
shopping rush was largely re­ 
sponsible. 
“Ladies dashing around buying 
Christmas 
presents 
apparently 
don’t have as much time or en­ 
ergy—o^ money, 
either—to de­ 
vote to cooking,” said an Agricul­ 
ture department 
analyst. 
“The 
meat business usually slumps a 
little in the last couple of weeks 
before the holidays, and prices 
ease.” 
Many of the slight reductions 
this week were in beef items, 
trimmed to two to four cents a 
pound to compete with pork cuts 
which have been lowered in price 
sevçral times in the past month or 
so. 
Some stores reduced a few 
pork items two 
to ten cents a 
pound but at least one large chain 
said pork prices had steadied 
after the long downward trend. 
It marked up loin chops three 
cents a pound from last week­ 
end. Lamb was down slightly in 
most places, 
veal 
about 
un 
changed. 
Top grade eggs continued their 
weeks-long price decline and were 
being quoted two to four cents a 
dozen cheaper in many market­ 
ing centers as farm production 
held at near-record levels. Dur­ 
ing the past month eggs have 
dropped about 12 cents a dozen 
in some areas. 
A few brands of coffee were 
boosted four cents a pound at the 
wholesale levels this week after 
holding 
steady 
for 
almost a 
month. 
“The coffee situation has set­ 
tled down.” said a spokesman for 
a major roasting concern. “Most 
roasters are no longer allocating 
limited supplies to stores, and 
orders have fallen off because 
many retailers are clearing their 
stocks for year-end inventories. 
Consumers are drinking up the 
excess coffee they bought during 
the buying rush, too. Some store­ 
keepers think theit coffee sales 
will drag along below normal 
until after New Year’s.”

WASHINGTON— (AP) —Ag­ 
riculture will be more dependent 
in 1950 upon the gov ernment for 
its financial well-being than per­ 
haps in any y ear since before the 
war. 
The reason for this is to be 
found in the fact that prices of 
many farm products hav e fallen 
or are ex pected to fall to lev els 
at which the Agriculture depart­ 
ment supports them. 
During and since the war, most 
farm 
commodities

sharply in price under the in­ 
fluence of heav y demands. In 
other words, prices were deter­

supply and demand, ex cept, of 
course, in cases where price ceil­ 
ings interfered. 
Now that the farm price pen­ 
dulum is swinging back in the 
other direction, gov ernment price 
support policies will determine in 
large measure 
just 
how 
low 
prices will go and farm income 
will drop. 
Farm products which already 
are down to or below current 
g o v ern men t 
support lev els in­ 
clude cotton, wheat, com, cotton­ 
seed, grain sorghum, 
peanuts, 
flax seed, potatoes, tobacco, ap­ 
ples, butter, eggs, hogs and pos­ 
sibly rice. 
Ex cept in the case of a 
few 
products, price support rates for 
1950 are y et to be determined. 
New price support legislation go­ 
ing into effect the first of the 
y ear giv es Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Brannan much wider dis­ 
cretion in setting support lev els 
than does the old law. 
Because of this broader author­ 
ity , the secretary is in a position 
himself to fairly well determine 
agriculture’s lev el of prosperity . 
The new law requires supports 
for the so-called basic crops— 
cotton, com, wheat, rice, tobacco

Whether Brannan will set sup­ 
ports at relativ ely high lev els ojr 
reduce them where he has the 
discretion is a matter of specu­ 
lation at the present. 
The secretary has made clear in 
testimony before congressional 
committees and in speeches that 
he fav ors relativ ely high sup­ 
ports. He argues that they are 
necessary dev ices to prev ent a 
collapse in farm buy ing power 
which, he say s, would bring on a 
new depression for the nation.
